years, secretary Jardine has cal- 
culated from estimates made by 
the bureau of economics of the de- 
partment of agriculture. 


These figures, 
compared with 


the loss of 649,000 in 1926, and 
'141,000 in 1925. indicated the sec- 
retary said, that the farming in- 
dustry had struck a better balance 
with other businesses and 
offer- 


ed a better opportunity to earn a 
living. 


Next year there is likely to be 


no loss at all, as agriculture seems 
to have taken up the slack and ap- 
pears ready to go forward in bet- 
ter shape, he said, adding that the 
reduced drift to the cities would 
be a large factor in reducing ur- 
ban unemployment. 


Another encouraging sign Mr. 


Jardine noted, was that S7 per 
cent of those moving from jthe 
cities to the farms had had farm, 
experience and were returning to 
the land. 


The figures show that 1,978,000 


persons left farms last year com- 
pared with 2,155,000 iu 192G, and 
1,900,000 in 1925.
